* The subcommittee also accused 
the Justice Department of improp­ 
erly withholding from Congress 
certain papers which, it said, might 
disclose further "irregularities.” 
The House Government Opera­ 
tions subcommittee, headed by Rep. 
Jack Brooks (D-Tex), said the ad­ 
ministration's delay in awarding 
the expansion contract cost the 
government IO million pounds in 
critically needed nickel for its stra­ 
tegic stockpiles.

the Nicaro nickel plant 
"Political and private influence 
played an active role in the award­ 
ing of the construction subcon­ 
tract," the report said.

Things are looking up on the 
nation’s farm front, and the po­ 
litical consequences may be con­ 
siderable if the trend holds sub­ 
stantially through the fall months. 
In the month ending in mid-May, 
prices of farm products rose S per 
cent. 
It was the fifth straight 
monthly rise, and brought prices 
to their highest levels since a year 
ego. 
Not all farmers will cheer this 
news, of course, because some did­ 
n’t benefit from the general gains 
in recent weeks Prices for cotton, 
wheat and eggs sagged somewhat 
while increases were being regis­ 
tered for hogs, cattle, fruits, po­ 
tatoes and iambs. 
But as an added note of promise, 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
has now told farmers what kind 
of cash payments they may ex­ 
pect if they Uke part in the newly 
enacted soil bank program. He’s 
offering them from $24 to $66 an 
acre for plowing up wheat, corn 
and rice acreage. 
To get this kind of money this 
year, farmers either have to leave 
certain acreage idle or plow up 
craps already growing. Benson is­ 
nt too happy about that part of 
the plan, but Congress directed 
bim to put it into effect. 
Some 
acreage on which crops are “too 
far advanced" may not be eligible 
for payments. 
The big point is, however, that 
between rising prices and soil bank 
payments a good many farmers 
who have been in or near distress 
may see their prospects lighten­ 
ing for the first time in Burny a 
moon. 
The picture is not entirely rosy. 
Prices are expected to suffer the 
usual seasonal dips in Bm fall, 
though some forecasters fay they 
still will exceed 1655 figures. And 
the general farm price level, for 
all Its advance, is still 22.5 per 
cent below the record highs of 
February, 1551. 
Besides, prices paid by farmers 
for the things they use have gone 
up nearly 1 per cent in the last 
month, offsetting to some extent 
the rise in farm prices. And hang­ 
ing over the whole farm market 
are the huge surpluses built up 
in the postwar years. 
Nevertheless, the news is of the 
sort that is sure to be read with 
enthusiasm in top Republican cir­ 
cles. Fears of a widespread farm 
revolt, fanned by the big Demo­ 
cratic primary vote in MinnesoU 
last Marcir have lessened with 
passing time.

Farmers Must 
Sign for Soil 
Bank by July IO 


July 31 Deadline 
Set for 'Other 
Interested Parties' 


SPRINGFIELD (UV-Applications 
I by operating farm ers for participa­ 
tion in the federal soil bank pro­ 
gram will hav» to be signed by 
July 20, agriculture officials an­ 
nounced today. 
• 
Applications have to be signed 
by “ other interested parties,” that 
is. farm owners and partners, by 
July 31 
Edmond C. Secor, chief of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation office here, announced 
the Illinois deadlines. 
Secor outlined a number of the 
soil bank provisions made public 
thus far. The soil bank program, 
included in the 1956 federal farm 
bill which became law May 27, in­ 
cludes two types of “ soil reserve” 
programs. 
One is the long term “ conser­ 
vation reserve' 
program, where 
farmers sign 3 to 15 year contracts 
to take farmland out of production 
and plant it in conservation crops, 
including timber 
No soil bank 
payment scale for this plan has 
been announced Secor said. 
The other plan is the “ acreage 
reserve” program, a one - year 
plan, for which farm ers are paid 
for taking surplus crops out of 
production. 
Highlights o f this acreage re­ 
serve program, according to Se­ 
cor: 
1. A maximum of 50 per cent of 
the farm er’s allotment or “ base,” 
or 50 acres, whichever is larger, 
may be included in the acreage 
reserve plan. The “ base” applies 
to corn, and is the 1956 corn al­ 
lotment 
multiplied 
by 1.178 to 
bring the 1956 crop up to 5^ mil­ 
lion acres for the nation. 
Reduce Crop,15 Per Cent 
2. A farmer must put at least IO 
per cent 
of his 
“ allotment or 
“ base” acreage, 
or five acres, 
whichever 
is larger, 
into 
the 
acreage reserve contract to quali­ 
fy for the program. 
3. Under 
the acreage reserve 
program a farm er must reduce his 
crop 15 per cent under the “ al­ 
lotment” or “ base.” 
4. Crops which 
go under the 
acreage reserve 
plan must not 
have been grazed or harvested in 
the 1956 crop year, and must be 
cut or destroyed and the land left 
idle. 
5. The rate of payment is fig­ 
ured at 60 per cent of the 1956 
preliminary price support level for 
j the county. The preliminary price 
support rates have not yet been 
\ announced. 
6. County and township commit­ 
tees appraise the productivity of 
! each farm, figure it in relation to 


I the average yield per bushel and 
: fix the total production destroyed. 
7. Deadline for cutting corn and 
soybeans taken out of production 
under the program is July 31. 
8. Where crops have been de­ 
stroyed by natural causes, as by 
recent floods in east-central Illi­ 
nois, and the crop productivity is 
placed at zero, a minimum of |6 
per acre will be paid. 
9. Farm ers are not eligible for 
soil bank payments if their crops 
are not within allotments on price 
support crops. The price support 
crops are corn, wheat, cotton, rice, 
tobacco, and peanuts.
